exploded 20 seconds betore st entered 
the terminal — again, because the 
plane was late. Dozens of people 
were saved, but four people outside 
the terminal weren't as lucky. They 
died. Six others were injured. 

“That's just one incident | was 
close to,” Campbell said. “Y ou hear 
of others. Probably two or three 
times a week there's a shooting.” 

Campbell is convinced the inci 
dents are perpetrated by “Somozis- 
tas,” former members of the deposed 
Somoza regime's National Guard, 
who act as counter-revolutionaries 
trying to disrupt Nicaragua's Sandi 
nsta Government 

“It is very clear that the CIA has 
hinanced and provided equipment for 
huge mulitary training camps along 
the Honduran border. There are 
estimates of 4,000-5,000 soldiers 
there. There are also traming camps 
in Florida and Southern California 
But these are the major ones.” 

In addition to former National 
Guard members, Campbell says that 
members of the Miskito Indian tribe 
are being recruited as Somozistas 

Campbell's convictions were 
validated in a March 22 issue of 
Time which conhirmed a report that 
President Reagan had authorized

silent, complaining through campus 
procedures, pursuing state legal 
remedies, and filing lederal/state 
charges of discrimination against the 
employer.” 

Waddel pointed out that “each 
response has unsatisfactory aspects 
and fails to provide complete com 
pensation to a victim of sexual 
harassment.” 

‘The best way to deal with sexual 
harassment problems is to avoid 


them in the first place,” Waddell said 


He added that one approach 
toward pr venting sexual harassment 
is “a strong stand by student govern 
ment” against it 

Waddel stressed that a victim of 
any type of harassment on campus 
can pursue action through the dean

mended the budget, possible cut 
backs in financial aid and proposed 
fee hikes could mean lower enroll 
ment next fall and thus a lower 
revenue yield from the mandatory 
$10 student activity fee that sup 
ports ASI and its programs 
Colbert said the budget was 
predicated on an expected fall enroll 
ment of 20,500 students. Accord 
ing to that ligure, one semester's 
student activities would yield $205, 
000 in revenues. Twice that figure. to 
represeni the two semesters of the 


$19 millon for covert activity in the 
region. 

Campbell also claims that the 
U.S. provides training to the entire 
pohce apparatus of all Latin Amenca 


“Ht you go through the military 
coup in El Salvador or Hondu 
ras, you'll find we're traming there, 
all the way down to the local chiefs of 
police.” 

Campbell made the trip to Nica 
ragua to talk to Salvadoran refugees 
who came there to es ape the rav 
ages of civil war. He wanted to get 
their opinions about the elections 
that will be held March 28 — “an 
election the U.S. government calls a 
‘democratic means to an end.’ ” but 
an election where the popularly 
favored candidate cannot take part 

‘In El Salvador, the vast majority 
are associated with FDR (Popular 
Revolutionary Front), which in- 
cludes the ieft but not exclusively. In 
a free election they would choose 
Roberto Ungo, a long-time politician 

but he’s not running. The pre- 
vious leaders of the FDR were 
captured and killed by the El Sal 
vadoran government on November 
27, 1980. So the leadership is just 
not gomg to show itself.”

Engineering Senator Karl Mach

Senate Chair Larry Robinson 
motioned that both resolutions be

Over two hours of short Beaties

Among footage shown from the 
Beatles’ moptop days was their first 
appearance on the Ed Sullivan Shou 
Interested parties will note that 
George Harrison was very ill at the 
time of the taping and performed on 
antibiotics — he missed the rehear 
sal and a substitute had actually 
been chosen 

A few songs from the 1964 
Hollywood Bowl concert were 
shown, as well as several from the 
1965 Shea Stadium concert. In the 
Shea Stadium film, we even get to 
hear Paul lie about how he prefers 
big cities to the countryside. 

Also shown were films of the 
boys clowning around with baffled 
interviewers, which is always funny. 

Among footage drawn trom later 
in the Beatles’ career was the “Hey 
Jude” rehearsals, and the promo- 


tional film of “Revolution,” which 
fe red splendid “shoo-be-doo-wah” 
background vocals from Paul and 
George. Who was the goon responsi- 
ble for the non-appearance of these 
background vocals on the single?

Should revisions be made in the 
higher education budget, officials 
believe funds will be shifted from 
other parts of the budget to cover 
increased enroliments rather than 
increasing the total general fund 
expenditure for the universities 

The University of California is 
also feeling the pinch of state budget 
cuts. Additionally, no funds are 
available for community colleges to 
increase their enrollment to serve the 
students left out of the two university 
sy tems, according to a spokesman 
for the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission 

Noting UC had already shifted 
money from other categories to fund 
enrollment next year, William A
